A walk of a quarter of a mile over an 


ordinary country foot path brought uj 
to a small, old-fashioned cemetery, sit- 
uated on a small eminence and covered 
with an oak grove and an undergrowth 
or hazel brush. There are a few graves 
of the humblest kind, whose places are 
scarcely discoverable. 


Until very recently one of the most 


humble of these graves was that of Mrs. 
Lincoln, mother of Abraham Lincoln,— 
whose name is revered even among the 
peasantry of Europe. 


home months ago a paragraph appear- 


ed in the South Bend Tribune stating 
that the grave of Mrs. Lincoln was un- 
marked in the woods of Spencer county 
Indiana. Mr. Studebaker, of tho well 
known wagon firm of South Bend, a 
generous man and a warm admirer of 
Mr. Lincoln, determined to mark the 
grave in some appropriate manner. He 
proposed to Schuyler Oolfax that he 
would head a subscription with $50 to 
erect a monument over the grave. Mr. 
Colfax insisted that $50 would be enough 
to erect a suitable monument, and bug- 
gested to Mr. Studebaker that he send 
the money to some friend at Kockport 
who would attend to the matter. Ac- 
cordingly, the money was sent to Mr. 
L. S. Gilkey, at Rockport, Ind., who 
gave hia personal supervision to the 
matter. 


A plain white marble slab was pur- 


chased and put up at the grave. A par- 
ty of citizens went out From Eockport 
and put up the monument. Among the 
number was Gen. J. C. Veatch, who rec- 
ognized the need of some protection to 
the monument, and started a dollar sub- 
scription on the train as the party wa.s 
returning to Ilockport. The people took 
hold of the matter heartily, and the re- 
sult is a neat, substantial iron fence 
stands around the monument. 


The marble slab bears the following 


inscription: 


XANCY HANKS LINCOLN, 


Mother of Abraham Lincoln, .

Washington's Lout Illness. 


The following account of Gen. Wash- 


ington's illness and death, concerning 
the manner of which so much has been 
recently said and written, possesses a 
peculiar value. It is taken from au old 
book, "Ewell'a Medical 
Companion," 


published in 1807, and dedicated by the 
author, "James Ewell," to "Mr. Jeffer- 
son:" 


On the afternoon of the ISth'of De- 


cember, 1?09, riding out to one of his 
farms, he was caught in a driving rain, 
which, soon turning into a snow-storm, 
deposited a considerable quantity of 
snow betwixt his cravat and neck. Long 
accustomed to brave the inclemencies oi 
the weather, he paid no regard to this 
circumstance; but having brushed off the 
snow on his return, he supped and went 
to bed as usual. Some time before day, 
he was awakened with the sore throat 
and difficult breathing which constitute 
quinsy. A faithful domestic, who al- 
ways carried a lancet, was called up and 
bled him, but without affording any re- 
lief. 


About daybreak, my near relative and 


honored preceptor, Dr. James Craik, of 
Alexandria, the inseparable friend and 
physician of Washington, was sent for, 
who reached Mount Vernon about ten 
o'clock. Alarmed at the General's symp- 
toms, he communicated his fears to Mrs. 
Washington, who immediately despatch- 
ed servants for Doctors Dick and Brown. 
Nothing was omitted that human in- 
genuity and skill could do for a life so 
Gear, but all in vain. It appeared in 
the result, as the illustrious sufferer 
previously declared that his hour was 
eome. 


To oblige Mrs. Washington, he contin- 


ued to take medicines offered him, till 
the inflammation and swelling obstruct- 
ed the power of swallowing; when he 
undressed himself and went to bed, as he 
said, "to die." About half an, hour be- 
fore lie died, he desired his ^friends to 
Ic.ivo him, that lie might spend his last 
moments with God. Thus, after filling 
up life with glorious toils, he went to 
rest, "in a good old age ladened with 
ticho< and honor."

If a ca- 
ble breaks in deep water after it is ten 
years old, it cannot be lifted for repairs, 
as it will break of its own weight, and 
cable companies are compelled to put 
aside a laige reserve fund in order that 
they may be prepared to replace their 
cables every ten years. The action of 
tue sea cuts the iron iway completely 
and it crumbles to dust, while the core 
of the cable may be perfect. The break- 
ages of cables are very costly, and it is a 
very difficult matter to repair them in 
comparison with a land line. A ship 
has to be chartered at $500 a day for two 
or three weeks in fixing the locality and 
in avoiding rough weather, as cables can 
only be repaired in calm weather. One 
tffeak in the Direct cable cost $10C.OOO.

Some Sensible Remarks by Dr. Bsrtlettt 


of Indianapolis. 


[From the IndianapoIU News.] 


"Work," we do not use for the theo- 


logical word "works," to raise again the 
quarrel of the iron 
and silver-aided 


ihield, we simply believe that scripture 
and philosophy alike declare that "re- 
demption" comes to man by "work." 


And what has ever been achieved in 


this world without work? Absolutely 
nothing. 


He has had no windfalls. By our very 


constitution, work furnishes the miss- 
ing link between divine influences and 
human good. 


Neither coats, nor houses, nor culture, 


nor intelligence, nor religious character 
grow. They are achieved under God, by 
man. 


Grand is the army of workers! It is 


the holy craftsmanship. It reaches from 
the tread-mill to the prophet. The man 
who works with his hands, and he 
who works under divine inspiration, and 
all intermediate grades of business, trade, 
profession, are one. The world is not 
only owned by the workers, but it was 
made by them. Our civilization was cut 
sheer out of tho blank, dark mountain 
by them. 


_ Capital—labor's surplus—is theirs of 
rigiit. They alone can be generous, for 
they have denied themselves to win. 
They tan love, for they have loved. 
Ihere is no nobility so worthy. 


Thi! attempt to" east a stigma upon 


work, to discriminate between its fine- 
ness and coarseness, if it be honorable, 
is the petty device of idlers to become 
honorable members of the society whose 
heads, and muscles, and hearts are band- 
ed to control the world. 


First in early communities the tough- 


est muscle is the most valuable, and 
best paid. Lawyer, physician, minister, 
are considered idlers, loungers, who do 
nothing, and they starve. A new day 
comes when a lawyer's advice saves this 
man a fortune; the physician's advice a 
body; the clergyman's a soul. Then they 
take rank. We want no "working-men's 
associations," which include 
simply 


muscle workers, but let us take in the 
whole grand cavalcade; for we are re- 
deemed by work. 


Work is beneficent. Laziness is the 


ineflable curse. Work is a blessing, so 
absolute, that it almost delivers the 
convict from crime. Religion as a sen- 
timent—religion in a cell, religion which 
interferes with occupation, and energetio 
contact with man, is the sickest, whitest1 
•ort. 


The only honorable place for laziness 


is a lunatic asylum, or a hospital. For 
labor, properly conceived, touching man 
in every fibre and faculty, takes him 
from the cradle-day to the crutch-day. 
There are no side closets, into which he 
may step and rust. His place in the 
procession of animate nature is the 
happiest. He shall wear his toil as he 
does his years. I should like to know 
why old age should be set aside for lazi- 
ness. He who has diligently sown in 
the spring, and cultured through the 
blistering summer—what richer period 
can there be to him than harvest! 


The commune and international soci- 


eties here and about are born of idleness, 
of pre-occupied or unoccupied intellects, 
and affections. They are an attempt to 
get reward without work. 


It is suggested in a recent periodical 


that the capital of the world would sup- 
port humanity but three years, did labor 
cease. So little lave we gained yet 


The complaint is quite universal that 


in our American life we over-strain the 
muscle, over-wear the brain and over- 
burden the heart. Men at the hottest 
point of enterprise give out, and con- 
sumption takes the oody, lunacy the 
mind avarice the affections. 


Prominent men drop suddenly here 


and there, when they are all aglow with 
perspiration and dilated eye, and ab- 
sorption of success. The epitaph is, 
"died of over-work."—It should be died 
of mismanaged work. A man cannot 
run his body and leave his mind behind 
without harm; nor his mind and leave 
his body in the lurch; and neither and 
fling his soul out to the dogs. 


False work, misjudged and misguided 


work is the crime of the day. 
No me- 


chanic shall fail in muscle, nor in skill 
if he will fertalize his mind as he goes 
along, and keep a window in his soul 
»pen to tae Almighty. 


If any wise man were to place another, 


according to the best light of science 
and religion, in a condition to pass this 
life most usefully and happily, he would 
fit him in some congenial labor, which 
would agreeably occupy and develop 
the man, and reward him fairly as he 
went on, covering him with his labor 
the entire period of his life. 


Work K self-rewarding—is the eternal 


condition. It solves the social problem 
in a pure society, the political problem 
in a noble government, the religious 
problem in a unity for doing good. 


Heaven is certainly no lounging saloon 


for these who have worked; but the 
high sphere for those who do work. It 


•, not the drawing-room.
